wrong to assert that I like the job and the place of work already at 
this stage* Neverthe less ,it Is much better than to sit at heme and 
fight with my family as well as with ay black thoughts* 

As I already mentioned by telephone, I have to express my gratitude 
for the financial support I received from you concerning ay studies at 
the summer school In Millers ville* Certainly I would have preferred 
to continue these studies, but it was also painfully dear to me that 
ay English is still too poor for successful studies* 

As you might well Imagine, ay greatest difficulty just now Is? to 
get along with the other people in the factory. I still feel like an 
outsider there and It makes me too self-conscious* 

As to the bunch of the old letters you left here I did not find 
among then those I wanted.most, l.e* letters by ay parents and my 
deceased sister* Probably I would have to write about it to C 33 

Besides, at times I have the Impression that you made mors far- 
reaching arrangements at the Hamilton Watch Company than I could ever 
Imagine, but it might turn out to be quite healthy in scr case* Let's 
wait and see*
